We have been favoured with a copy of a letter from 
a Gentleman on board the Melampus, dated.ar fea the 
18th inftant, to a Gentleman ig Edinburgh, of which 
the following is an extract. It gives a more’ diftiag& 
account of the late action than has yet appeared :-— 

“© We have been cruizing on this.coaft fince Joly, 
and were wearied out with being kept in fo remote a 
ftation, which we thong’t was fo much out of the way 
of doing any thing of importance. But, on the roth 
inftant, we joined Sir Joha Warren’s {quadron, off the 
north-weft coaft of Ireland. On the 11th, the Anfon, 
Ethalion, and Amelia, who had been after the French 
fleet, and kept company with them for nineteen days, 
and had been often chaced by them, joined us. At 
half paft twelve, the Amelia, being well. to windward, 
made a fignal for a ftrange fail—at one o’clock, the 
Commodore made a fignal for the enemy—confilting of 
one line of battle fhip and nine frigates, which were 
exactly what we.were looking for, On the 12th, at 
feven o’clock, the two fleets. were within gunfhot, the 
French to windward of us, little wind. At half paft 
twelve, we began the fight ; the Robutt, being the firlt 
fhip in action, engaged: the General Hoche, a French 
74, who had loit her main matt the day before, and 
was in tow of a French frigate.) She kept up a very 
fevere fire. The Mignanime, pof into. action, and o- 
pened a terrible fire on her, . The Canada fired away, 
but was not clofe enough. The old Melarapus finifhed 
her, and fhe took a great deal to do it. ‘The Captain 
was a very gallant fellow. We then got up with two 
frigates, and gave each of them fuch a warming. that 
they foon ftruck. We then came up witha third fri- 
gate, and had begun'the ation, when fhe was taken 
from us by the Ethalion, who failed better than us, and 
got in between us to windward. About four o’clock, 
the {truck to the Exhalion, aftér a very pretty fight. 
Fivé of their ftoutett frigates were making off, and we 
made fail after them. ‘The Anfon, the night. before, 
had loft her mizen matt, had fallen to leeward, did not 
come into the fight the fore part of the day, but-we ha- 
ving got to windward of the Trench, had not night 
come on, we mult have run them on fhore. The An- 
fon crofled them, ard took the fire of the whole five, 
till night put an end to the conteft.

' Letter from Citizen Uachevardre, Conga) for the 

French Republic at Palermo. 

NAPLES, SEPT. 20. 

Two veffels which are arrived have bronght two 
French officers with them ; one of them is Rear Ad- 
miral Blanquet. -- They were both in the action of the 
rft, 2d, and 3d of Auguft, You may depend upon 
the correétnefs of the following account of that dread- 
ful event. ao SR 

Our fleét, after having effected a difembarkation, and 
having left the tranfports in Alexandria, went ‘to an- 
chor at Rofetta, about 15 wagats from Alexandria. 
There they anchored about four leagues from Jand. On 
the ft of Augult, a fignal‘was made for the Englith 
fleet being in fight. They reconnoitered our pofition, 
and feeing a confiderable {pace between the fhore and 
our veffels, they caafed fix of their hips to pafs betweea 
the fhore and our fleet. It was then five o’clock in 
the-evening. The Englifh fleet was compofed of 14 
fhips, and ours of 13. 

After remarking with what favour the Englifh are re- 
¢eived at Naples, and how the French are detefted, the 
letter goes on to fay, 

At a quarter paft five the firing commenced, when 
the fleets were in the following pofition: Our 13 thips 
were formed.io a fingle line, fix Englith fhips were be- 
tween us and the land, feven others were on the oppo- 
fite fide, and the 14th having cut our line in half, hin- 
dered by that manceuyre {ix French veffels from taking 
a fhare im the action. The fleets cannonaded each o- 
ther with the utmolt vivacity the remainder of the day 
and the whole of the night. When the day appeared 
on the 2d the advantage was equal. The fhips were 
within piftol thot of each other, and every pofible means” 
of deftruction were mutually ufed by both fleets. It 

was in this fituation of affairs that Admiral Brueyes was 
wounded in the head and the hand, neverthelefs he 
continued to command; till a cannon ball cut him in 
two; he lived a quarter of an hour afterwards, and 
would expire upon his deck. A moment afterwards 
the Captain of the Admiral’s fhip, Captain Caffa Bian- 
ca, formerly a deputy, was mortally wounded by a 
fplinter. ‘This beautiful veffel then took fire, and eve- 
sy curt to extinguifh it proved ineffectual. 

The young Cafla Bianca, a boy of 10 years old, who 
during the action had performed prodigies of valour, re- 
fufed to efcape in a boat, being unwilling to leave his 
wounded father ; neverthelefs he afterwards put his father 

~ mpon a malt which was thrown into the fea, and he and 
the Commiflary of the fleet were uponit when L’Orient, 
of 120 guns, blew up with a molt horrible noife, and 
deftroyed thefe unfortunate perfons, The explofion was 
fo dreadful, that the town, ‘which was four leagues di- 
ftant, was fhaken with it. The two fquadrons thought 
for "19 minutes they would be deftroyed with the 
thowers of fire, red-hot cannon, &c. which fell. For 
‘10 minutes they waited ip filence the moment of their 
dettruction. But Englifhmenand Frenchmen were in 
the prefence of each other, and again the cannons thun- 
dered, and the battle became more bloody than cver. 

One circumftance is worth notice 3 while the Ad- 

miral’s fhip remained, the French had the advantage,

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and an Englifh fhip, of 74 guns, which was forced to 
rao aground, had (truck her colours. But the diforder 
which the blowing up of the Admiral’s thip occafioned, 
ali the officers being either killed or wounded, Vice 
Admiral Blanquet weltering in his blood from a wound 
which he received in his face, the Captain of the Frank- 
lin rendered incapable of fighting by having received 
three wounds, Du Petit Thouars and another Captain 
killed, all thefe circumftances foon changed the face of 
affairs. Several of our veflels were without malts 
and even without the capability of motion, and 
with their cannon difmounted, became a prey to the 
enemv. Neverthelefs, on the 3d, the action {till 
continued between fome of our veficls and the English. 
On that dav, the crew of ‘the Timoleon, fooner than 
furrender, fet fire to the veflel and faved themfelves. 

This then is the refult of the battle. L’Orient of 
120 guns is blown up; the Timoleon of 74 is burnt ; 
the William Tell is at Malta, with the frigates the Dia- 
na and the Juttice; the frigate L’Artemife was burnt ia 
the aétion, and the Serieufe funk, and the crew faved. 
All the crew of L’Orient were faved on fhore. We 
are afraid that the Genereux of 74, which retired with 
the William Tell, is funk ia the canal of Malta. Our 
nine other veffels are taken, Le Guerrier, Le Conque- 
rant, Le Spartiate, L’Aquilon, and Le Peuple Souve- 
rain, of 74 guns each ; Le Franklin, Le Tonnant, Le 
Mercure, and L’Heureux, of 80. Three of thefe were 
in fo bad a condition, that the enemy burnt them in the 
roads, All the prifoners were fent to Alexandria, be- 
caufe the Englith were in want of provifions; they will 
be a uifeful reinforcement to the army. The lofs of the 
Englifh was 1000 killed and 1800 wounded, by their 
own account. Nelfon is feverely wounded in the head. 
Several of their veflels are in a very bad ftate. 

The unfortunate iffue of this aétion is attributable to 
two caufes : firft, the faffering the Englith to get be- 
tween us and the land; and the fecond and principal 
one is, the having engaged-at anchor. However it 
was, the calamity has happened, and it mult not be 
thought of any more. If the Government act proper- 
ly, ia my opinion, they will honour the memory of Ad- 
miral Brueys, of young Caffa Bianca, and all thofe 
brave men who died fighting. It will do more, it will 
recompenfe the furviving officers. Rome, after the 
battle of Cannz, thanked Varre ; but this is not like 
the battle of Canne ; we have no Hannibal to encoun- 
ter. The Englith {quadron is cruizing before Alex- 
andria, where they with to burn our tranfports; but 
we are affured they cannot effect it. Seven of their 
veilels are conducting the fix. French thips to Gib- 
raltar.

The Court Martial having maturely and deliberately 
confidered the whole matter of charge them, 
came to the opinion with refpec& to the feveral articles’ 
of charge preferred apainft Lieutenant Robert Walpole 
Dadley, of the Wilts regiment of militia, es follows: 
With refpee& to the firft charge, via.—* That the 
faid Lieutenant Robert Walpole Dadley has at various 
times, by private infinuations and open fcandal, endea- 
voured to promote quarrels between Lieutenant Cock- 
ell, and Lieutenant Anderfon, and other officers.” 

That the faid Lieutenant Robert Walpole Dadley is 
Guilty. 

With refpe€& to the ‘feveral articles of charge, viz. 
“ That the faid Lieutenant Robert Walpole Dadley, 
entertaining the moft violent rancour and enmity aganlt 
Lieutenant Cockell, did ia the prefence of Enfign, now 
Lieutenant Watkins, officer of the quarter puard; and. 
Lieutenant Anderfon, on the 23d of June lalt, in the 
moft violent and opprobrious language, abufe the fhid 
Lieutenant Cockell, not then prefent ; and further, io 
order to—[This part of the charge is improper to be 
inferted.] Suffice it to fay, that Lieutenant Robert 
Walpole Dadley did endeavour to involve Lieutenant 
Cockell in a quarrel with his friend Lieutenant Block. 
ham, in the faid regiment; and did in a moft fcan 
dalous and infamous manner, unbecoming the charafer 
of an officer and a gentleman—[This part is alfo pro- 
per to be omitted, as it is too indelicate to be commit- 
ted to print.] Being then reproved for his outra- 
geous behaviour, he extended his invective to the whole 
regiment, and damned the whole regiment in a voice 
loud enough to be he*rd by the foldiers on duty without 
the tent.” 

That the prifoner is Guilty, upon the whole and every 
part of the charge. 

With refpect to the 3d article of the charge, viz.— 
“* That the faid Lieutenant Robert Walpole Dadley, 
finding himfelf in difgrace with all the officers of the 
regiment, on account of his unbecoming behaviour, took 
an opportunity of depreciating them in the eftimation of 
a young officer, who had juft joined the regiment, in 
language both mutinous, and unbecoming the charafer 
of an officer and a gentleman, as well as inconfiftent 
with the peace and tranquillity, and due fuberdination 
of the regiment.” 

That the prifoner, Lieutenant Robert Walpole Dad- 
ley, is guilty of uttering words difrefpectful to the offi- 
cers of the regiment, in the prefence of a young officer, 
who had juft joined it; but not with any deliberate in- 
tention, as implied in the charge. 

With refpec& to the 4th article of charge, viz.— 
“ That, being under arreft for the above offences, he 
left his confinement, before he was fet at liberty by 
perfons having proper authority to releafe him.”—That 
the prifaner, Licutenant Robert’ Walpole Dadiley, is 
Not Guilty, and the Court do therefore acquit him. 

The Court having found the prifoner, Lieutenant 
Robert Walpole Dadley, of the Wiltihire regiment of 
militia, guilty upon the firft and fecond articles of 
charge, do adjudge him to be difmiffed his Majefty’s 
fervice. 

‘The above featence was approved of by his Majelty,
